KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 16.—Races 
will be run at the Elm Ridge racetrack 
next Saturday afternoon and on each 
Saturday thereafter for some time to 
come, possibly. Officials of the Kan- 
sas City Jockey Club have decided to 
give the anti-race law a real test. They 
are determined that they will force the 
Prosecuting Attorney either. to arrest 
them or, in failing to do so, show that 
they can give a real meeting in’ the 
fall without fear of the law. 

The plan is to give a series of Satur- 
day afternoon matinees with a program 
of four or five races each. These mati- 
nees will be mixed; that is, there will 
be four running races each and two 
harness events. Gambling will be. per- 
mitted, but the system to be used.by 
the bookmakers will be intricate. There 
will be no registering of bets, as the 
officials think that by not registering 
them the law can be evaded. 

For Saturday’s meeting thete will be | 
two bookmakers. Each will have a 
cashier. When a spectator wishes to 
place a bet, the number o/7 his badge 
will be taken. This together with ‘the 
amount he bets and the odds will "be 
telephoned or telegraphed to’ some place 
outside of the. State where the registra- 
tion of bets is not prohibited. After the 
ace the bets placed on.-the. winning } 

“will be communicated to the 
cashiers by telephone or telegraph and 
accordingly the fortunate ones ‘will be 
daid off. 

This system jis similar to that used on 
New York tracks. 

Eno es are sftabled at Elm 
Ridge to make up programs of not fewer 
than five horses to each event. They 
are not the fastest thoroughbreds in the 
country, but they are fast enough to 
gallop around the track and furnish a 
basis for betting. Stable boys can be 
used for jockeys 

The matinees will in dther respects be 
like a bona fide meeting. There will be 
the judges, a starter, trainers and the 
other things characteristic of race meet- 
ings. 

Several weeks ago/the Elm: Ridge of- 
ficials attempted to test the law by giv- 
ing one race. No arrests were made. 
The Proecuting Attorney simply ignored 
it.

St: Louis, in. an 
address at the sixteenth annual con- 
vention of the Missouri Bankers’ As- 
sociation, on ‘‘The Banking Interests of 
the Southwest,’ voiced the protest of 
the Southwest against the inclination 
apparent at Washington to deny state- 
hood to Oklahoma, Indian Territory, 
New Mexico and Arizona and de- 
nounced tae policy as criminal. 

“The Southwest,’’ he said, 
comprehensive term, but for the purpose 
of this paper I sha]l construe it to mean 
Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, (‘Indian Territory, 
New Mexico and Arizona. 

“The material dey elopment of this sec- 
tion during the past decade has sur- 
passed that of any like area fn the 
United States, on the Western Hemis- 
phere or anywhere else on the globe. 

“That within the short Space of 16 
years near the southwestern border of 
Missouri there should have grown up 
two. territories comprising fertile areas) 
populated by ‘intelligent people, aunualy 
ly producing hundreds of millions of 
dollars’ worth of wealth, and each with 
a population of ever 750,000 Fouls, is evi. 
dence of? Western push and. American 
spirit. 

‘That these te: Bs arth should be de- 
‘nied admission: to the Federal Union, 
although they express willingness to be 
admitted as one State, with a populn- 
tion of over a miilion and a half, is ine 
explicable when we take into consilera- 
tion that such a State would have 4 
population: greater than that of 26 of the 
i ~states of the Union and would an: 
nually add more to the national wealth 
than the entire assessed: valuation of 
many states whose representatives are 
oppayed to their admission. 


“Such a positibn can be accounted for 
in’ po other way than an opposition on 
the part of its advocates to giving the 
Southwest a proper voice in the national 
legislature. 


Policy Is Criminal. 


“Such a policy is not only unjust, but, 
if persisted in, could properly be desig- 
nated as criminal, and if the people 
of the other sections submit to it they 
will be neglectful of their duty and 
stultify themselves in not enforcing the 
principles of republican government 
which guarantee self-government to the 
political subdivisions of a common coun- 
try. 

“There can be no’ justification for 
maintaining: as colonies sé@ctions of the 
country having 750,000 population, well 
qualified for citizenship, having schools 
and township and municipal organiza- 
tions well established, occupying territ- 
tory granted to them by the Federal 
Government and in every way as well 
qualified for statehood as are Oklahoma 
and the Indian Territory. 

“The same can be said with limita- 
tions, prescribed and acknowledged, in 
regard to Arizona and New Mexico. | 
do not consider it extraneous to the ob- 
ject of this paper nor its subject mata 
ter to make this allusion to conditions 
existing inthe Southwest, nor would it, 
in my judgment, be presuming or inop- 
portune for this association of capital- 
ists and influential citizenship to give 
expression to its views concerning a. 
matter which interests every State and 
every citizen, and espé@g¢ially states 
which are proud to claim: _ membership 
in the imperial Southwest.’ 


To Increase Deposits,

Recount Clerks Have Not Com-

Photographic copies of more than 
one hundred ballots in the Fourth 
Ward, said to show that the name of 
City Collector Hagerman was 
scratched and that of his Republican 
opponent, Louis P. Aloe, written in, 
apparently by the same person, were 
made at the instance of Mr. Hager- 
mann’s attorneys at the office of the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
Wednesday morning. 

In the recount of the ballots, grow- 
ing Out of the contests of the mu- 
nicipal election in April, 1905, gross 
irregularities are alleged to have 
been discovered in various precincts 
of the Fourth Ward. . 

Hagerman’'s friends contend that in 
every instance where his name was 
erased and that of his Republican op- 
ponent inserted the handwriting wag 
similar. 

The original count of the ballots gave

CONSCIENCE HURT HER 





Miss Byrd, Anti-Imperialist, 
Wanted Gifts Returned 
to Millionaires, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., May 16,— 
Miss Mary E. Byrd, who has been at 
the head of the Smith College astronuom- 
ical observatory for 19 years, has re- 
signed because of conscientious scruples 
regarding the acceptance of money from 
John D. Rockefeller and Andrew Car- 
negie. 





In her letter of resignation to the trus- 
tees she declared that she did not want 
to continue her connection with an in- 
stitution that received tainted money. 

Miss Byrd has béen a violent anti-Im- 

perialist and a prominent member of an 
anti-Imperialist club of this city since 
the Cuban and Philippine wars. She is 
a graduate of the University of Mich- 
igan, and before coming to Smith Col- 
lege was the astronomer at Carleton 
College, Northfield, Minn. She is about 
§) years old. 
Three years ago the college was given 
$100,000 by Rockefeller, and a year ago 
$62,000 by Carnegie. Neither of these 
sums has been used Dy the college for 
the erection of buildings, the purpose 
for which the money was given, but the 
college is having plans drawn for an 
assembly hall to cost over $100,000 and 
a library to cost $75,000. 

From the first, Miss Byrd has stoutly 
opposed accepting gifts either from 
Rockefeller or Carnegie and has taken 
oppgrtunity to express on numerous oc- 
casions her disapproval of accepting 
money from any such source for educa- 
tional purposes. It has been understood 
that she was strongly in favor, as a 
member of the faculty, of returning the 
money to the donors, believing that no 
college that has a high and noble ‘idea 
in its education of young women, as 
Smith College has, should accept money 
from men of the stamp of Rockefeller 
and Carnegie. 

Miss.Byrd, both in private and public, 
has denounced the Roosevelt administra- 
tion for its “inhuman policy,’’ as she 
has called the treatment of the Filipinos. 

Miss Byrd is a woman of remarkable 
attainments in her profession and is 
well known among many college astron- 
omers in all parts of the country. -She 
is the author of a number of works 
treating upon astronomy. 

Miss Byrd declined to talk when seen 
upon the subject of her resignation, 
which is in the hands of the trustees 
of the college and is understood to have 
been accepted by tham. 

The action taken by the trustees in 
reference to appointments and resigna- 
tions of teachers is not made public un- 
til commencement time. At that time 
Miss Byrd said she would probably 
make a public statement which would 
contain her views upon educational in- 
stitutions accepting tainted money. t

“IT expect I look like a wild man,” 
Donohue said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, “but I can't help it and a person 
ain't going to try to keep very clean aft- 
er he has walked 60 miles. I left 
Crawford County and everything I 
owned, with the exception of the cot 
and lantern and my gun, April 14 and 
I've been walking ever since.” 

He then explained that the only thing 
he left in Ohio was an empty trunk. 


Never Rode on a Train. 


“Walking ain’t as nice as riding,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘but I didn’t have the monéy, so 
I jugt thought I'd take the colt and walk 
to Oklahoma. 

‘IT guess I'll get there about next fall, 
but I don’t care, just so I get there 
some time.”’ 

Donohue is very proud of his rifle. He 
says his father gave it to him when he 
died and he wouldn’t sell it for a for- 
tune, nor would he sell the colt. not- 
withstanding the fact that he has had 
several offers.

Policeman Patrick Curran of the 
Deer Street Station is under suspen- 
sion on charges of intoxication while 
on duty, and Charles W. O’Brien of 
2918 North Newstead avenue, 15 years 
old, has a wrecked bicycle to offer as 


evidence against the policeman. 
Charles says that Curran knocked 
him off the wheel, clubbed him and 
beat spokes out of the machine. He 
will prefer charges against the pa- 
trolman or appear as a_i witness 
against him. 

Charles is a bright-faced, brown- 
eyed boy of somewhat delicate ap- 
pearance. He said Wednesday to a 
Post-Dispateh reporter: 

“I rode up‘to the merry-go-round 
on St. Louis avenue, near Newstead, 
beside the Simmons School, a little 
after 9 o’clock last night. Before I 
had stopped the policeman broke out 
of the crowd and started after me. I 
asked what he wanted. I had a light 
and a license and couldn’t imagine 
why he was following me. 

“He overtook me and gave me a 
shove that sent me into the gutter. 
The fall dazed me a little, and I lay 
still. The policeman leaned over and 
hit me on the back with his club. 
Then he picked up the wheel and hit 
that two or three times. He knocked 
out a number of spokes and bent 
some. He twisted the front bar so 
that I’m afraid it can’t be miended at 
all. It was a new machine, and I mind 
the damage to it more than the hurt 
to me. 


Wemen Upbraided Policeman. 


“A big crowd was on the lot around 
the merry-go-round, and everybody 
ran to where I was lying with the 
policeman standing over me. As I 
got on my knees I saw two or three 

omen rush up, and one of them 

alled the policeman a 0brute. I 
picked up the wheel and started off 
with it. The policeman followed. I 
Saw he was staggering. 

“A sergeant of police was coming 
and I tried to get to him to tell him 
what had happened to me, but the 
policeman headed me off. So I went 
over to the Deer Street Station and 
told Lieut. Stack.” 

Sergt. Quinlan saw at a glance that 
something was wrong, and told Cur- 
ran to go with him to the station. At 
the station Quinlan and Lieut. Stack 
questioned the patrolman and the re- 
sult was that Curran’s star, revolver 
and club were taken from him, Quin- 
lan’s report says that Curran was act- 
ing boisterously.

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The great wrestling match for the 
championship of the world between 
Hackenschmidt and Madrali was de- 
cided at Olympia, London, on May 2, 
when Hackenschmidt beat his opponent 
by winning the first two bouts. The 
match was for the best of three falls, 
in the catch-as-catch-can style, no time 


limit, for a stake of £200, a share of 
the tee and the championship of the 
world. 

A very little preliminary sparring: took 
place before ackenschmidt got his 
man down, but in.the struggle they got 
off the mat, and the referee interfered.

Madrali a Trifle Faster. 


When time was called again, how- 
ever, Madrali appeared to have learned 
a lesson. His movements were quicker 
than they had been before, and he 
roused the multitude to the wildest en- 
thusiasm when he succeeded with his 
favorite leg-hold, and brought Hacken- 
schmidt to the mat. Hackenschmidt 
was then on all-fours, and in a flash 
Madrali’s arms went round his waist. 
He had got a fair body hold, and it 
looked as if he might win. hen he 
tried to lift Hackenschmidt, but could 
not move him a hair’s breadth. 

His superior height was a disadvan- 
tage to Madrali; he seemed to have dif- 
ficulty in getting low down to his man.

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 15.—The spe- 
cial good roads convention, which con- 
vened in Columbia yesterday to discuss 
the question of securing a road tax in 
Missouri, voted this morning that the 
delegates should start in a body for: Jef- 
ferson City at 11:40 a. m. to present the 
resolutions to Gov. Folk. 


The object is to get the Governor to 
to obtain an amendment to the Const!- 


CON STITUTION 





tution by which a road tax may be 
made possiblé. Such tax is not now in 
force, owing to the recent action of the 
Supreme Court in making it unconstitn- 
tional. 

The convention was in response to a 
call for a meeting of the county judges 
of the State to obtain means for road 
improvement. 

The resolutions call: for such amend- 
ment. to the Constitution ag. will .give 
to the County’ Courts of the various 
counties, upon a:majority. vote, the pow- 
er to issue bonds for, road. purposes to 
an amount within the limits now pro- 
vided by the Constitution for the issue 
of bonds. , 

In addition. ‘to "axes authorized for 
county purposes, the County. Courts 
may in their discretion. levy and collect 
a special tax not exceeding 3 cents on 
each .$100 valuation to be’ used for road 
and bridge purposes, under: the proposed 
amendment. 

State aid for road improvement and a 
constitutional amendment providing for 
a State road tax of 10 cents on. the $100 
valuation are indorsed. An appropria- 
tion by the next General Assembly from 
the State revenue fund of $500,000 to be 
appropriated to the various counties of 
the State upon an equitable plan for 
road improvement.is asked.

Sadakichi Hartmann, poet, painter 
and art critic; is in St. Louis.

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RUDE PRESIDENTIAL MANNERS 

The convenient theory that the President of the 
United States cannot lie carries with it an obliga- 
tion not to use his advantage over common citizens 
in a brutal or inconsiderate manner. If the high 
dignity of the office requires that the oecupant be 
protected from the petty controversies, annoyances 
and humiliations ineident to misi¢$es and unfortu- 
‘nate disclosures, that dignity requires that the 
President refrain from using his advantage to the 
disadvantage of those in an inferior position. 

It is easy for the President, when a remark is in- 
convenientiy repeated, or when his conduct or con- 
versation in private is improperly made public, cour- 
teously to-hide behind the suggestion of a misunder- 
standing or a faulty memory or to use any one of 
twenty available excuses to avoid the direct issue of 
veracity or the brutal insult. 

But Mr. Roosevelt does not seem to recognize the 
obligation of superiority. He does not seem to re- 
alize the cowardice of. striking one who cannot strike 
back or of assaulting with vulgar epithets from the 
bulwark of superior position the humbler person who 
offends him. His pathway is strewn with the victims 
of his direct assaults. 

Mr. Roosevelt also seems to have overlooked the 
fact that it is difficult to maintain the dignity of a 
high office when the occupant descends to tricky 
strategy and petty dickering and brawling to accom- 
plish his ends. It is pity that the good intentions of 
President Roosevelt are so marred by conspicuous

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WHERE GOOD ENGLISH IS SPOKEN. 

An English traveler declares that the purest Eng- 
lish in the world is spoken in the State of Kentucky.

Persons living in Boston and Dublin will, of course, 
want to be shown, just as if they were Missourians. 
but it is highly improbable that this Englishman’s 
judgment will be upset. 

But to Kentuckians and Missourians there is noth- 
ing astonishing in this. We have long known that 
blameless English is to be found only in the blue- 
grass region and those states which have,been vital- 
ized by Kentucky blood. And as for slang, what 
Missourian cannot say “search me” when asked if he 
has any of it in his héad? 

The ‘truth is the best English is found where the 
genius of the English blooded race is most robust and 
alive. We of the Middle West may not care for the 
English of Meredith and James, but we love that of 
Shakspeare, Addison, Tennyson, Arnold and Ruskin. 
We are not effete. We are not in decay. We are all 
here with the goods of English speech, pure, clear, 
direct, sincere.

Their balloon, on a moving-picture er- 
rand, was torn open on the sharp edge 
of the Palisades, opposite Hastings; fell 
like a wounded bird down the sheer 300 
foot cliff, smashed the picture appa- 
ratus, tore loose from its anchor, near- 
ly brained its two occupants a dozen 
times in a field of rocks at the foot of 
the cliff, ap finally dragged them into 
the river; where they were nearly 
drowned. 

Neither man was hurt. The balloon 
was badly torn and the balloonists lost 
pill the ballast they. carried with them, 
waluable and otherwise. Two extreme- 
ly costly instruments for registering al- 
titude, 
the country, were ruined. 

Tisdell turned the crank of his picture 
gachine up to the very moment when, 
fn trying to toss it out on a ledge half 
way down the cliff, he only succeeded 


n dashing it to pieces on the rocks be- 
ow. This was the first time that any 


attempt has been made‘to take moving 


pictures from a balloon. 
The balloon sailed from the Bronx in 
iptop shape and everything went. until 
t collided with the rocky side of the 
alisades. 


Armchor Rope Snapped. 


Stevens threw out his anchor and it 
eld in a crevice of rock so firmly that 
hen the balloon yanked hard the an-

RATE SOLUTION CITY’S TWO RIVAL 


POLICE FORCES SEEK 
ITS MISSING MAYOR 


Dp ». , 
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Welling, Kan., Executive, Carring An Extra Pair of Trousers, Flees 
to Escape Subpena—Old Police Officers Refuse to Abdicate 
Though Successors Are Named. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WELLINGTON, Kan., May 16.—As 4 
result of a row in the City Council, 
Wellington. has two police forces but 
lacks a Mayor. As another result the 
rival sets of police officers ate search- 
ing for the absent city executive, who. 
with an extra pair of trousers but no 
other baggage, is alleged to have fied 
the city to escape a subpena in a crim- 
inal suit. 

In the absence of Mayor Savage, 
George Hunter, president of the City 
Council, appointed a new City Marshal 
and an assistant. The old Marshal, 
Webb Davis, declared that the confir- 
mation of the new man, Charles Shaw- 
yer, was illegal, as it was not made by 
a majority of the councilmen, and he 
refused to abdicate. This left the city 
with two full-fledged police chieftains 
and their rival assistants, with a run- 
away Mayor to*complicate matters. 

Last Saturday a subpena was issued 
for Mayor Savage, who was wanted as 
a witness in the trial of an alleged 
“Joint” keeper. It was charged that 
the Mayor owned the building used by 
the man on trial. When the subpena 
was distributed among the various fac- 
tions in the Police Department for serv- 





ice the Mayor was fmissing. The rival 
police officers polished their stars and 
“seoured’ the city. They are still 
scouring.

It is stated that the Mayor left th@ 
city Friday, before the subpena was is- 
suedi He is said to have thrown the 
augmented police force off the scent by 
unostentatiously maneuvering aroun 
until he had reached the side of a car 


furthest removed from the depot. The 
rival officers declare they did not see 
him while he was jockeying for posi- 
tion, but passengers say that when he 
boarded the train he carried an extra 
pair of trousers over his arm, 80 it is 
taken for granted that he has gone for 
an extended journey.

Sister in Jersey City Unable to 
Provide Home for 
Him. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 16.—When the ship 
Buenos Ayres sails on her return voy- 
age to Cadiz, Spain, next week, the im- 


migration authorities will place on board 
for deportation Don Emanuel Contra- 
vas y Crooke, an old man, now without 
a home, after a life of honor and dis- 
tinction. According to his story he 
spent 30 years in the Spanish consular 


world, but now is alone and almost pen- 
niless. 

Don Emanuel started for America 
with the intention of making his home 
with his sister, -Mrs. Chavant, at 270 
Old Bergen road, Jersey City. He wrote 
in advance that he was coming and 
quickly set sail in the second cabin of 
the Buenos Ayres. But Mrs. Chavant 
notified Immigration Commissioner 
Watchorn that she was not able to pro- 
vide a home for the old Consul and 
asked that he be sent back to Spain. 

Don Emanuel was met by immigra- 
tion officials when the ship reached her 
dock and was conducted by them to 
Ellis Island. There he was herded in 
with the hordes of detained immigrants 
from Ital® and Russia until the Com- 
missioner’s attention was called to the 
old man’s plight. Immediately he was 
removed from the unpleasant surround- 
ings and installed in the comfortable 
rooms that are used for detained cabin 
passengers, when there are any. 

There the old man was found this 
morning, dignified, courtly, but feeble 
in strength and_ his mind not what it 
used to pe. His worldly possessions 
amounted to $45. 

In his trunk the old man has a num- 
ber of mementoes of his official days. 
Among then are an invitation to a royal 
dinner in Spain, a letter from Queen 
Victoria, and letters from numerous 
other persons of rank in bygone days. 

Nobody had the beart at first to tell 
him the truth about his detentton. The 
authorities pretended that they could 
not find his sister at the address given.

That he will fight his divorce case 
few of his friends doubt. 

The woman from whom he seeks a 
legal separation is his second wife. 
At the age of. 31 she retains much of 
the charm which made her irresistibie 
to many prominent St. Louisans in 
the days of her early youth. 

She first dawned on St. Louis in 
1895 when, as Alexina Louise Green- 
leaf, she came from Kansas City and 
found employment as a stenographer 
at the Boatmén’s Bank. 

Her services were highly prized by 
William H. Thomson, cashier of the 
bank, and for a time she was received 
by the wife and daughters of Mr. 
Thomson at their home on terms of 
equality. 

The young woman came in contact 
with many rich men who visited the 
bank, and she had no difficulty in at- 
tracting to herself powerful friends. 


Peugnet Quickly Won. 

In this way her social connections 
came to be different from those of many 
young women in her station in life.

The plot, it was said, began in the 
form of a proposition to Alexina Louise 
that if she would cease to worry cer- 
tain of her influential friends they 
would see that she captured a rich hus- 
band. 

In pursuance of this plot, Peugnhet’'s 
friends Say, she was installed at the 
West End Hotel. 

After hearing these reports the hus- 
band quietly went to work to.obtain ev- 
idence which would establish any state- 
ments he might make ina petition for a 
divorce. 


He learned, he says. that during three 
years following their marriage she as- 
sociated with mén, that she visited im- 
proper houses and that she dined with 
men in their private rooms, in some cas- 
es remaining there for hours.

The husband staggered as from a 
blow. He could not believe whaf he 
had heard, but he began an investiga- 
tion of the charge. A few days later 
the wife of Ernest Peugnet Jr. left 
her home at Carthage and went to 
Texas. A week after that Ernest Peug- 
net Jr. went into the bathroom at the 
home of his father-in-law at Carthas@ 
-_ shot himself, dying almost instant- 
y. 

It was said at the time that the do- 
mestic life of Ernest Peugnet Jr. and 
his wife had not been happy for some 
time and that he had beén drinking 
heavily at Joplin for several days be- 
fore he killed himself. 

Louis’ Peugnet, after his brother's 
death, came to St. Louts from Nicar- 
agua and aided his father in gathering 
evidence against Alexina Louise.

On May 1 Peugnet filed an amended 
petition, in which, without naming men 
or places, he sets forth the dates on 
which he says his wife was indiscreet. 

He alleges also that since the filing 
of the suit she has circulated the state- 
ments which she had previously* made 
regarding her relations with his son, 
Ernest Jr. 

Immediately after the incident of the

WASHINGTON, May 17.—A sea level | 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama | 
has been formally indorsed by the Sen- | 
ate Committee on Interoceanic Canals | 
and Senator Kiltreadge will present his, 
bill at an early date. It will be opposed 
in the Senate by all the influence of the 
President, and he will exert all his pow- 
er to prevent legislation on this feature. 
Tt is not considered that any bill for a 

_ fea level type can be enacted. If the 
‘Senate should. support the measure i 
“will fail in the House. 

In the absence of specific legtslation 
the President will construct a lock canal, 
in accordance with the recommendations | @ 
submitted by the advisory board of con- 
sulting engineers. He has full authority 
to adopt this course under the Spooner 
act, authorizing the building of a water- 
way. 

It is estimated that a sea level canal 
will cost $100,000,000 more than a lock 
canal. The sea level is estimated to cost 

000,008, while the lock is placed at 

125,000,000. It is estimated that 12 years 
would be required to complete a sea 
level canal, while the lock may be fin- 
ished eight years. Experts admit that as 
the sea level canal is merely a question 


of diggin the time estimated for its 
Seaatruction might be reduced below the 
estimate. 

The great dam at Gatun, which some 
engineers hold to be impossible, would 
not be necessary in a sea level canal. A 
dam at Gataboa would then be _ con- 
structed. There is a firm rock founda- 
tion at that point and no question of 
practicability has been raised. 

The advantages of a sea level canal 
are that the time required for the pas- 
gage of vessels is greatly reduced; de- 
lays in lockage are avoided; all the 

- usual dangers which attend the passage 
of large vessels through locks would be 
entirely avoided; there would be no ne- 
cessity for great masonry work; it 
would be more ‘durable and require less 
in the way of repairs.

This note was left for Loeb by 
Chandler on April 11, the day before 
Senator Bailey had made his great 
speech in favor of his amendment. 

Between April 11 and 14 Senator 
Bailey says he received word from two 
Democratic Senators, whom he does 
not namie, that the President had said 
to them that he would insist on the 
Bailey anti-injunction amendment if 
Attorney-General Moody would say it 
was constitutional. 

Acting on this information, Bailey 
accepted the invitation he _ received 
from Chandler on April 14 to confer 
with Moody, and he went to see 
Moody on Sunday, April 15, or four 
days after Chandler left the note with 
Loeb for the President, in which, it is 
charged, he called Bailey a traitor, 

Senator Bailey intends to make all 
these facts clear today, both by the 
submission of the exact text of the 
Chandler memorandum and the letter 
from Mr. Chandler in which these 
facts are recited. -He declares that 
this chronological history of the af- 
fair clears both Mr. Chandler and him- 
self and leaves the President in a 
still more embarassing position, VW, 
as he intimates, and as is generally 
charged, he inspired the publication 
of the dispatches which were de- 
nounced by Bailey and Tillman. 

After Senator Balley learned the 
substance of the Chandler memoran- 
dum and before he had the exact 
text, he saw Mr. Chandler and said to 
him: “Why did you, in .this memo- 
randum, exclude me from co-operation 
with Senator Tillman?”

A DRINK IN KENTUCKY.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 17.—The le 
in Kentucky means death or the drinks. 
Generally speakirg, it means a fight; 
and for any man to swallow the He 
means that his streak of yellow is so 
broad and long as to make him con- 
temptible in the eyes of his fellow men. 

Years ago in a famous Republican 
State Convention at Music Hall in 
Louisville two factions were headed by 
scions of the bluest-blooded families in 
all Kentucky. They were the Goodloe 
and Swope families. One faction was 
led by Cassius M. Goodloe, and Armi- 
sted M. Swope led the other. Dirty pol- 
litics was dragged in, and then came 

ersonalities, personalities too sacred 
or expression. The lie was passed, 
Goodloe giving it to Swope. 

Everybody that afternoon looked for 
a killing, but with the persuasiveness 
and argument attendant upon all State 
conventions, especially in Kentucky, 
the men were kept apart, but those 
who best knew A. M. Swope and Cas- 
sius Goodloe knew for certain that the 
lie which had been passed meant a 
death. It meant two deaths. 

For months the men were kept apart.

LIAR MEANS FIGHT OR

the epithet ‘“‘liar’’ is an invitation for 
trouble. When used by one Southern 
gentleman to another deliberately it is 


with the understanding that it calls for 
violent resentment. It is a direct thrust 
at his manhood and means a fight or a 
footrace. Ho overlook the epithet iIndi- 
cates either guilt or cowardice, and, 
with a silent acceptance of either, all 
right to be called a gentleman is for- 
feited. An immediate apology is de- 
manded, otherwise the resort is to pis- 
tols, either upon the spot, if both per- 
sons happen to be armed, or afterward. 
Frequently apologies are forced at the 
revolver point. 

So general is the understanding and 
so positive is the sentiment that the 
epithet is seldom used except with the 
deliberate purpose of provoking trouble 
or in return for a positive and a ma- 
liciously uttered false statement. As a 
matter of course, such episodes are sel- 

om made public, more especially when 

ey occur between prominent men. 

The exception in instances proves the 
rule. No story of public life in Texas is 
more widely known than is the event in 
which President Sam Houston figured.

Not wishing to frighten the employes, 
mostly women and girls, the officers of 
the company kept news of the suicide 
from becoming current and obtained 
permission from the Coroner to leave 
the body in the lavatory until the store 
was closed. 


Had Bought New Home. 


Brown lived at 3568 Itaska street with 
his wife and 10-year-old son. He had 
recently moved from 3629 Missouri ave- 


nue and had paid $200 on the home, 
which he was buying on the installment 
plan. Brown had recently returned from 
a trip to Colorado for his health. He 
formerly had been a hotel clerk. 

On the body a note addressed to Wal. 
lace D. Simmons was found. It will be 
given to Mr. Simmons at the inquest, 
Which was begun Thursday. 

It presumably contains explanation of 
his reason for committing suicide. Two 
promissory notes, each for $300, were 
also found. One was marked paid, but 
the other had gone to protest March 2%. 
They were indorsed by W. D. Simmons. 
A dfamond ring, a diamond stud, gold 
watch and $7.50 in money were found 
on the body. 

Brown was 45 years old. He wag of 
a cheerful disposition and was well 
liked in the establishment. He recently 
told Al Nert, from whom he was buy- 
ing his home on Itaska street, that he 
did not mind living so far from the car 
line, as he would not have to walk 
long. In the presence of Nert, Brown 
told his 10-year-old son that he would 
leave him enough money to pay for the 
home and to educate himself, as he had 
$5000 life insurance.
